It is much to be wiſhed, that Tide Tables could be rendered more certain 
and accurate than they are at preſent; but the Tides depend on ſuch a variety 
of circun, ſtances, that no general rule hitherto given for finding them, even 
for places ſituated on the ſea coaſt, will apply during the different periods of 
the ycar. How much more uncertain therefore muſt they be in long and 
Winding Rivers? = a, 
In the rivers of Bengal it is particularly difficult to aſcertain; to any degree 
of precifion, the time of High Water, during the Months of Auguſt, Septem- 
ber, and October; for at that period the inundations occatoned by the Rains 
beginning to draw off, cauſe a rapid ſtream down the river, making the Tides 
ſcarcely otherwiſe precepuble than by their occafioning a ſwell; in confequence 
2 the oppoſition which they give to the Body of Water falling down the Ri- 
er. | Fre 
During thoſe months of the Year in which Rivers are in a tranquil ſtate, the 
time of the tides is more certain, but, through every period of the Year, the 
time at which the flood Tide ſets in is more proper and accurate for obſerva- 
t on than that of High Wacr. Figod Tide begins about Ch. iam. before the 
time of High Water, as put down in the Tables, 4 
It has been rema ked, that wh:re the Moon has north declination, the great- 
eſt Tides in the northern Hemiſphere will happen when ſhe is above the Ho- 
r.zon, and the reverſe when her declination is South. It bas alſo been ob- 
ſerved by ſome, that for thoſe days when the Moon's Horizontal Paralax is 
the great ſt, the Higher the Tides wil then be. How far this may be depen- 
ded upon as a general rule, it is not here intended to venture an opinion. ; 
In the ſeaſon of the Year when the Northerly Winds prevail, and that in 
which in a great ſwell comes down the River, the great oppoſition given to the 
Tide, particular y during the Springs, occaſions in the River Hoog:y that cu- 
tious Phenomenon known by the pame of the Baun or Bore, which begins 


to ſhew itſclf about the middle of February, and continues to encreaſe in vio- 


lence till about the middle of May, from which to the middl= of July, there 
is ſometimes an intermiſſion, when it recommences and continues with en- 
credfing force till after the Autumnal Equinox, from which period it again in- 
termits and ſhews itſelf no more, except for part of November and Decem-

Cycle of Iadiction is a period of 15 years, and was uſed by the ancient Ro- 
mans in taxing their Provinces. This Cycle commenced three years before 
the Birth of Chriſt. 

Julian period contains 1280 years, and ariſes from the above three Cycles 
or periods together, This period is ſuppoſed to have commenced 710 years 
hefore the creation of the World, or 4714 before the commencement of the 

- Chriſtian Era. 
The Hijera commenced at the period of the flight of Mahomet, or 622 years 
after the Birth of Chriſt, which according to ſolar time makes the preſent ws 
year 1170-71, or 1206-7 of Lunar time.
